DOOMED TO DIE, 


ESCAPES PRISON 


Man Sentenced to Hang For 


Killing 
Brother-in-Law, 


Gains Freedom. 


(By The A»»ocl»ted Preec.) 


ATLANTA, March 17.—J. B Satter- 


field, under sentence to be hanged for 
the murder of his brother-in-law, R. 
H. Hart, escaped last night from the 
Fulteon county Jail where he had been 
confined awaiting execution. 
Satterfleld killed his brother-in-law 


here December 27, 1921, following a 
dispute over the estate of Satterfield's 
wife, a sister of Hart. He escaped 
and in August last year was arrested 
in Los Angeles. Calif., where he was 
living under an assumed name. He 
was brought back 
here, tried, - con- 


victed and sentenced to be hanged. 
The Stale Supreme Court last week 


denied Satterfleld a new trial and the 
condemned man issued a. statement, 
saying he was resigned to his fate. 


Officials at the county jail declined 
to give reporters details of the matter, 
but Solicitor General John-A- 'Boykin 
confirmed news of the escape. Satter- 
fleld had been confined on the second 
floor of the prison.

abroad is urged by Secretary Hoover 
in a. letter to Senator Capper, Repub- 
lican. Kansas, in which he cites a 
number of commodities essential to 
industry or agriculture actually or 
potentially in control of foreign mon- 
opolies.

iodine, potash, crude rubber, gutta 
percha. quinine, tin. mercury, coffee 
and quebracho for tanning purposes.

Shelton Case 


Is a Mystery; 


Still In a Daze 


GREENSBORO, NC. ., March 17 — 


Seventy-two hours after he was found 
with his skull fractured, lying near 
the Danville highway as it leads 
through a wood near White Oak, C. 
M Shelton, 27 years old, of 75 Twen- 
tieth street. White ak, last rilght was 
resting on a cot in St. Leo's hospital, 
still in an unconscious state. There 
is a chance that the young man wjll 
recover, it was said by the attending 
physician. 
Since' he was carried to» the hos- 


pital last Thursday Shelton during the 
greater part of the time has remained 
in a. coma- To nearly every question 
asked of him he says, "Yes." Occas- 
ionally he "talks in a rambling sort of 
way. 
When some of his relatives 


called to see him yesterday he recog- 
nized them, but he could not talk 
much. 
Shelton is not able to make a co- 
herent statement concerning the man- 
ner in 'which he was injured. 
What 


•would he say if he could tell the po- 
lice just v.-hat happened %vheri his 
skull was fractured? What hit him? 
Was it an automobile, or was it a 
=tone hurled by someone •who wished 
to take his life? 
If Shelton could 


speak coherently he would be asked 
to answer these questions. But, as he 
lies on his cot, he merely says, •"Yes," 
to all queries. 
The theory at first prevailed that 


Shelton was knocked down on the 
highway by a passing automobile. He 
\\as discovered lying near the high- 
•siav about 7 o'clock Thursday evening 
by Ashley Pegram. The latter, find- 
ing Shelton with his head in a pool 
of blood, hurried to Walter's garage 
about 300 yards distant. At the gar- 
age about an automobile was obtained 
and the injured man was carried to 
the hospital. 
Police officers at once started an 
investigation. By some it is believed 
the young man was struck by an au- 
tomobile, "knocked to the roadside, 
falling in Such a manner that the 
bacK of his head struck a sharp cor- 
nered stone. This, it seemed, was a 
plausible theory, since it appeared at 
the time no one would have a motive 
in assaulting the jcjung man. 
Rob- 


bery as a motive for an attack, it was 
claimed, might certainly be excluded 
since about $42 in money and a valu- 
able watch were found on Shelton's 
person. 
But other theories are being ad- 


vanced. 
There appears to be evi- 


dence that Shelton was not struck by 
automobile, 
for, from 
reliable 


sources :t is learned that there were 
no bruises on his body, in fact no in- 
juries other than the wound on the 
head. 
On the corner of the stone 


xvhich is supposed to have 
struck 


Shelton. blood and strands of hair 
were discovered. 


When Shelton was found mud was 
discovered on his knees, it Js claimed. 
This circumstance, it is contended, 
bears out a theory that Sheiton -.\as 
struck sn the back of the head with a 
jock, and after being hit, fell, falling 
first on his knees.

nad their reasons for wanting to see 
rihelton put out of the way- But these

leum. and Transport Company as well 
as its* accompanying: agreements for 
construction and ' stocking by -that 
company of naval'oil storage facilities 
at Pearl Harbor^HawaiCwas filed by 
the govetnment here todaj>. 


The bill of complaint charges that 


bribery entered into the making ol^the 
agreements as well as alleging fraud, 
conspiracy and illegality, as in 
the 
case of the suit filed 
March 13 at 


Chevene, Wyoming, with reference to 
the "Teapot Dome lease and contracts. 
As in the Teapot suit, the govern- 


ment's special counsel, Atlee Pomerene 
and Owen J. Roberts, asked the United 
States District Court to issue a tem- 
porary injunction stopping the pro- 
duction of oil, appoint receivers 
to 
take possession and control of the oil 
lands aud to enter a final decree de- 
claring void and cancelling the lease 
and associated agreements 
The Pan-American Petroleum, and 
Transport Company and its subsidiary, 
the Pan-American Petroleum Compa- 
ny, were made defendants in the ac- 
tion and E. L- Doheny. president of 
the oil company, and Albert B. Fall, 
'former Secretary of th-elnt;erior, are 
charged in the bill with conspiracy to 
defraud the United States "for the 
private gam of Fall and of the defen- 
dants, for whom said Dohepy acted.' 
For the creation of certain rights 


in the defendants, "Fall was to receive 
certain rewards from said Doheny, 
the bill averts, adding that the pay- 
ment'to Tall of $100,000 by Doheny in 
Xovember,.

Removal of Mail 


to Postoffice 


Postmaster Frank D. Lumpkin ex- 
pects to take up this.week with the 
Southern Railway authorities and the 
Postoffice Department, the question 
of re-arranging trackage facilities at 
the station here in the hope of being 
-able to expedite "the removal* of- In- 
coming mail from, the platform to the 
postoffice.^ Delays,, in 'the movement 
of mail have resulted in complaint 
from patrons and it has also worked 
to the disadvantage of the postoffice 
personnel since they are required to 
remain at work until the mail has 
been worked and this causes a good 
deal of uncertainty in the length of 
time they spend at the postoftice. 
While 
delays have

from time to time since Christmas, 
the condition complained of speci- 
fically at J.his time is the schedule 
since the recent snow storm and ,the 
prostration of wires.

Heathized Butter And Ice Cream. 


During the past century many sweeping changes have been made in the mechanical 


•vvoi'W- 
The scientists of the world have vied with' each other in the production of ma- 


chinery and methods to perfect the foodstuffs on which the health and progress of the peo- ^ 
pie, hoth physically and mentally are in a large measure dependent. That they have been 
/ 


successful, even beyond their fondest hopes and dreams, goes without sa3*ing. 
Perhaps the - 


greatest single discovery of the century has been the "HEATHBBIZATION PROCESS" 
of conserving foodstuffs, more especially butter and Ice Cream. The following article whcih. 
has been reprinted from the Science and Invention section of the Literary Digest tells the 
story of the "Heatherlzation Process" in quoting the words of Paul Heath, of Chicago, who 
mad'e the discovery. 


"All food intended for 
human consumption 
should be cleanl We need to be especially vigilant 
about dairy products. 
"The quarter-pound package of butter became 
popular because butter spoils so quickly. Bacteria 
develop, decomposition sets in. and the butter be- 
comes rancid in a very short time. 
"What is the cause?'' 
"Air! Just common, ordinary air! The air we 
breathe! The air which a wise nature intended for 
the human lungs, but never to be incorporated 
into foods 
"In making butter >ou fill a churn half full of 
cream, then shut the doors tight, and splash the 
cream around in the air for three-quarters of an 
hour until the butter gathers. When it lias gath- 
'ered we" find 10 per cent, of the volume of the 
?>utter consists of microscopic bubbles of alrl'The' 
Department of 'Ag"ficuHifr~e' conducted exhaustive 
research work upqn'-this 10 per cent. pf"'alr">in 
butter. "In"i'9lS it issued '"arbuHctln settlnp forth 
lhat" 'off flavors' in butter were caused directly 
-by oxidation due to the Imprisoned air bubbles. 


'" "Several y'ears later the Department sent its 
butter expert. L. A,- Rogers." to address the" Min- 
nesota Buttermakers Convention and he told them 
that air was the deteriorating factor in butler: 
that they could add to their quality by so mani- 
pulating the butter in the churn that the least 
possible amount of air b« Incorporated. 
"In addision to food deterioration there is still 


another" most important and

loss, 
chargeable to oxldative processes. Dr. Hess points 
out that the degree to which dairy -products wall 
retain vitamlnes is proportional to the degree 
of protection from oxidative processes given to 
the dairy products in handling.

BETTER MAIL SERVICE: NEEDED 


Elsewhere today we note the effort 


to t« made by the postmaster to se- 
cure better mail service for Danville, 
that Is, better adherence to railway 
schedules and an elimination of at 
least part of the delay which incom- 
ing mail suffers at the Danville rail- 
way station. 


Business men of Danville will ap- 


preciate the effort of the postmaster 
for they observed of recent months 
that the service is not what It once 
was and the delays In putting up the 
evening mail especially have been 
troublesome 
All of us recognize the 


difficulties under which the railway 
companies have operated during the 
past week or so when transmission 
wires were torn down, poles scatter- 
ed over the track and the operation 
of the train service generally slowed 
down. Xo complaint could be lodged 
on this score since the government 
aad the railxray authorities were vic- 
tims of circumstances over which 
they have no control. 


The delay in arrival here of mail, 


however, 
has 
become pronounced 


since the Christmas rush was over. 
It is explained that Insufficient mall 
clerks are employed to handle the 
ever increasing bulk of mail and par- 
cel poet. The mail trains which In 
former years have maintained a close 
schedule as a matter of pride if noth- 
ing else, are running Increasingly late 
•with prolonged stops all the way 
down the line from "Washington (for 
It is the northern mail •* hich Is chief- 
ly complained of) thus causing an un- 
reliable service at this point. 


One of the chief sources of delay 


we have been informed is at the lo- 
cal railway station when sometimes 
thret quarters of an hour elapses be-
